In the last report, with the available means of the Town, 
was reported due from the State, State Aid paid families of 
volunteers, $1,239 50; the war having closed, and no more 
men wanted, a somewhat different system appears to have 
been adopted in the reimbursment of State Aid paid by 
towns. Only $733 73 was allowed, being a loss of $505 87, 
of which $427 00 was paid to families of ninety days men 
stationed at Portsmouth. ‘The balance was to families which 
had been allowed for the two years previous, one of which 
was a widowed mother whose son was languishing in the 
prison pen of Andersonville. Justice seems to require that 
credit should have been given for the nmety days men. In 
that case the State Aid paid their families, would probably 
have been received by the Town. We trust that justice, al- 
though slow, will be sure. 

At the time of making the last report, it was unknown 
what number of men, or what amount of money we might 
be called upon to furnish. The war being over we can now 
calmly survey the past and present, and make calculations 
for the future. ‘The whole number of men furnished by the 
Town, not including the ninety days men at Portsmouth, is 
one hundred and ten. ‘The amount of Town bounties paid, 
including the $1375 paid in 1863, for men who were not 
credited, is $17,140 GO. ‘Lhe amount paid by individuals 
for substitutes 1s $5,090 00. 
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_ We believe the war expenses of the Town below the aver- 
age of the towns in the State, in proportion to the number 
of men furnished. We can therefore see no advantage to us 
in the war debts being assumed by the State. If eventually 
assumed by the U. 8. the case may be different. 

We believe that what is for the benefit of individuals is 
for the benefit of the public under like circumstances. ‘That 
it is a good time now for individuals to pay debts, all will 
admit. Will it not then be good policy for us to pay a part 
of the Town debt the present year’ We hope every tax 
_ payer will feel a deep interest 1 in the prosperity of the Town, 
and act accordingly, 

A’ word to the young mer. In a few short years those 
who are now in active business life and controlling the 
affairs of the town will be gone hence and their places will 
be filled by the children, the youth, and the young men now 
in our midst. How important that those who are soon to 
take our places should be trained aright for the various 
trusts that will devolve upon them. At each succeeding 
stage higher qualifications are required for the same posi- 
tions. Study to qualify yourselves for such positions as you 
may be called upon to fill, by obtaining a thorough knowl- 
edge of the history, the Constitution and the laws of your 
country. Above all learn to do right, without the fear or 
favor of any man or class of men. 

In conclusion we will say that although we belong to dif- 
ferent political parties, we hope our successors will be as 
well united and as pleasantly associated in the performance 
of the duties devolving upon them as we have been.
